Hon. Frank Oliver addressed — the 
biggest political meeting in the his- 
tory of Edmonton in the Thistle rink 
Saturday night. The immense audi- 
torium was packed, The audience 
exceeded by hundreds the gathering 
which greeted him in the same build- 
ing at the opening of the present cam- 
paign, The Minister of the Interior 
was accorded an enthusiastic reeep- 
tion that was rendercd more empha- 
tie by the fact that an organized’ at- 
tempt, on the part of men espousing 
the Couservative cause, was made. to 
prevent him delivering his address. 
That the attempt to break up the 
meeting failed does not detract from 
the distinguished honor done him. 
No greater compliment could have 
een phid him than this effort on the 
part of the Conservatives of the city 
to stampede his mecting. 

As has been said the attempt failed. 
Mr. Oliver said every word which he 
had to say. During the first hour of 
his speech he was frequently inter- 
rupted by pointless comments and 
from men ‘doin the back 
benches.

A WARM TRIBUTE TO THE 
CITY OF STRATHCONA. 


An English Journatist Sets Befcre the 
Old Country People Some of the 
Advantages of the University City. 


Central and Northern Alberta is re- 
ceiving extensive advertising from the 
pens of journalists who have visited 
the Twin Cities during the past sum- 
mer months, Among the most recent 
articies is an excellent one on Strath- 
eqna, whigh snpeaced in a recent is- 
“hr of The Northern Echo, ore ot the 
olfiest of the English papers, and the 
fitst halfpenny morning* paper in the 

fngdom, 

‘he article is as follows: 

1 have referred previously to. Ed- 
nnton, and new turn to Strathéona, 
the sister city of the capital of Alber- 
1& which occupies a commanding site 

the south bank of the Saskatche- 
wan river, There is a magnificent 
view for mites, the surface being dot- 
ted with beautiful natural groves of 
poplar ,spruce and willow. 

The town overlooks the gorge-like 
valley of the river, 200 feet below 
The valley is about a mile in width 
at this point, and the view is one of 
pleasing grandeur, Strathcona, now a 
flourishing town, only dates back to 
1x91, when the Canadian Pacitic rail- 
way was extended north to this point. 
For many years .it was known as 
South Edmonton, At this time the 
reside fit had a pretty hard time of it. 
Markets were distant, freight rates 
high. and capital among the incoming 
settlers scarce, Then mining opera- 
tions began and the town was thus 
incidentally introduced to the outside 
world, There are now a dozen coal 
mines working hereabouts. Eight 
years after the first shanty was erect- 
ed there was u population of 1,200 and 
incorporation was obtained under the 
name of Strathcona in honor of Lord 
Stratheona, the Canadian High Com- 
missioner. Rapid strides have since 
been made in agriculture, mining and 
industrial enterprise. There is now 
housing accommodation for 5,000, but 
many of the people are living in tents 
hereabouts, on account of the scarcity 
of houses, 

Many Fine Residences, 

There are many fine residences in 
Strathcona which would do credit to 
an eastern city, The high elevation 
of the town and its proximity to the 
river greatly facilitates drainage and 
sanitation, and there is an excellent 
supply of water ,which gives Strath- 
cona advantages possessed’ by jew 
town in the west. Rents are not high 
and property, may be purchased ut 
reasonable prices, whilst the cheap- 
ness of living is a fexture which adds 
to the desirableness of Strathcona as 
a place of residence, 

I was particularly struck with the 
excellent schogls and general equip- 
ment for education, which probably is 
unsurpassed in any part ot Western 
Canada, The Alberta College is situ- 
ated here, and there are some very fing 
churebes, all the religious denomina- 
tions being well repre sented, and. I 
found that the friendly society move- 
ment was also parti icularly strong. 

To those unacquainted with the 
Dowinion, it ‘may seem  inetedible 
that a warm climate should exist as 


far worth as Strathcona. Yet, never- 
theless, this is so, The ple ce is beau- 
tifully sheltered by the mountain 


ranges The gir is pure, dry and 
healthful, They have a good deal of 
snow in the winter, but storms aud 
blizzards are unknown, In summer 
the long, sunshiny days are not ex- 
cessively hot, and the nights cool and 
pleasing. 
Natural Advantages. 

Within easy distance of Strathcona 
there is wild game enough to content 
the most ardent sportsman, Grouse 
and partridge are plentiful, and wate: 
fowl abounds in all the *mall la 
and in the more remote and unset 
parts, deer, elk, moose and black bear 
may be tound, 

The district of which Strathcona is 
centre is first and foremost. agricu}- 
tural 
cereal erops are grown with marked 
success, Although mixed farming is 
carried on yet far too many are tempt- 
ed to gamble on wheat, which — is 
grown on a large seale, and yields as 
niuch as forty bushels to the aere. 
Oats grown at Stratheona obtained 
the first prize af beth the Br.

London Suffrazettes Declare They Will

London, October 25.—In the Weest- 
minster police court yesterday, Mrs. 
Pankhurst aad Mrs.,Drummond were 
found guilty of istributing handbills 
asking the populace’ to help them 
siorm the House of Commons. They 
were senténced to find two sureties to 
the sunmr of $250 each for food be- 
haviour for 416 went, or in default to 
suffer three months’ imprisonment. 

Christabel Pankhurst, similarly 
charged, was sentenced to find sure- 
ties in the sum of $125, or go to pri- 
son for ten weeks. On hearing the 
sentences, Mrs. Pankhurst said: “We 
go to prison,” and the crowded court- 
room burst into cheering, which was 
not suppressed until the magistrate 
ordered the room cleared, 

On the adjournment of the case last 
Wednesday, the defendants, after hav- 
ing oecapied the entire day in produe- 
ing a suecession of witnesses, confus- 
ed the magistrate by announcing that 
they had at least fifty more witnesses 
to call, 

Tie magistrate, evidently, since 
then has been considering the — posi- 
tion and desided that the simple re- 
petition of the same class of evidence 
would be offering a serious obstruction 
to the administration of justice. 
Therefore, i fter hearing three more 
witnesses, hea declined to hear more. 
Miss Christabell Pankhurst was on 
the verge of tears as she complained 
of the decision of the court, character- 
izing it as unjust, but finally gave up 
the attempt te call any more witnesses 
and proceeded to address the eourt on 
her own and her co-defendants’ behalt.

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AS TO FISHING LEASES. 


Opposition papers and speakers criticize the Government for letting fish- 


ing leases in certain rivers and lakes in the Western provinces. This they 
assert is a hardship to settlers who are thereby prevented from fishing a 


That the settlers ever fished these waters for sale they have not at- 


tempted to show, nor have they touehed the other fact that the lessees are 
hound by the terms of the lense te invest very large sums of money in the 
establishment of fishing stations and the prosecution of the business. For 
instance, the Lessor Slave Lake lease is cited as working particular hardship 
on the settlers in that vicinity. Yet the president of the company owning the 
lease swore before the public accounts committee of parliament that the com- 
pany fost $7,000 in a single season's operations in ‘that lake. A large part 
of that seven thousand dollars went to the teameters who hauled the fish to 
Edmonton, Between two and three thousand the owner declared under oath 


went in equipping the lake with stations and spolianer 


But waiving this let us look at the terms of these leases, 


Leases Subject to Regulations of Governor-in-Council. 


Clause 1. of the leases reads: 

I—That the said lessee shall in the use and occupation of the fishing 
privileges hereby leased, conform in every respect to the provisions, en- 
actments and requirements bf the fishery laws now, or which may here- 


after be enforced, and comply with all the rules and regulations which 


may have been, or may from time to time be adopted or made by the 
Governor-Genera!-in-Council relative thereto. 


Government Holds Power to Cancel! Lease if 
Public Interests Are Prejudicially Afiected. 


Clause 6:— 


“That if the said lessee of the said company shall fail or neglect to 
pay the rent hereindetore reserved and stipulated for, or any part the sreol, 
or éhall neglect or ail to perform any of the other conditions, terms or 
provisoes hercinbeiore mentioned, er if the said fishery is being improperly 
Operated by the said lessee or the said company and so as‘to prejudicially 
affect the public interest, the minister may give or cause to bo given three 
months’ notice in writing to the said lessee or the said company, that the 
term of the lease by these presents created, will be determined, ended 
and cancelled, andihe said term and lease shall thereupon and thereby be 
determined, snded and cancelled, and His Majesty may thereupon resume 
possession of the said fishery, and the privileges hereby created, without 
indemnifying the said lessee or the said comnany for any improvements 
that have been done and His Majesty may thereafter, without let or hind- 
trance from the said lesseo or the said company, resume possession of the 
said fishery and the privileges hereby created, and may continue to enjoy 
the same, or to re-let them to others as His Majesty may deem fit."’ 


Nobody Has Asked for Cancellation. 


On April 8th Mr. TH. B. Ames, M.P., asked the following questions in Par- 
rding the Lesser Slave Lake lease, to which the minister of 


Question—Has the government leased the fishing privileges of Lesser 
Siave lake? Ii -o, by whom were such privileges first cbtained, to 
whom have they seen assigned, and by whom are they at present 
exercised ? 


Answer—The government has leased fishing privileges in Lesser Slave 
lake; but mot the exclusive fishing privileges there. The lease was 
granted to John Kenneth MeKenzie, president o: the Imperial Fish 
company, of Selkirk, Manitoba, and was assigned. by him to the 
Athabaska Fish Company, Limited, and is still exereised by that 
company. 

Question—On what date, for how long, and at what anmdal réntal ‘was 
such lease granted? 


Answer—May 14, 1904, ‘or a term of nine years, at a fental of ‘$10 per yen, 
one of the conditions being that the ee or the company shall 
expend $300 per annum during the three years from the Ist May, 1904, 
in the exploration of the territory leased, and during the remaining 
period of the lease at least $1,500 per year in the & xplorition,, de- 
velopment, equipment and improvement of the property leased. 

Question--Have any protests been received from residents of 'the neigh- 
boring localities? Ii so, when, from whom, and what is the sabstanee 
or the complaint? 

Answer—No such protests have been received. 

Question—Has the government been asked to cancel such’ lease? If so, 
when and by whom? 

Answer—Ne. 


Question-—Has the government endeavored to secure a voluntary diminu- 
tion or abandonment of the privilege exercised under the lease by 
the holders thereof? If so, when and with what result? 

Answer—No, 


Question—Did the lessees mention ov suggest any sum in return for which 


they would forego their privileges? If so, what was the amount in- 
dicated? 


Answer-—No. 

Quertion—Do the same parties still operate without abatement to the full 
extent of the privileges contained in the lease? 

Auswer—The conditions of lease remain unchanged,
